Fiudlay, O., April 23.—The validity 


of the Valentine act was attacked here 
T\hen attorneys for the Standard OH 
company tiled demurrers to the seciet 
indictments found agaiust the Stand- 
ard and its subsidiary companies 


The dcmuners filed claim the facts 


stated in the indictments do not con- 
stitute an offense punishable in the 
state at Ohio; that there is a mis- 
joiner of separate offenses diffeiently 
affecting several indictments set forth 
and a inisjoiner of defendants therein; 
that the statutes of the state of Ohio 
denouncing conspiracies, or combina- 
tions iu restraint of trade, commonly 
known as the Valentine act, are 
a. violation of the constitution of the 
United States, because the 
indict- 


ments are styled as being in violation 
of section 1 of the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution, in that no 
state can enforce a law depriving an 
individual of property or his personal 
liberty without due procedure of law. 


Article 1 of section S provides that 


congress shall have the power exclu- 
sively regarding matteis as chared in 
the indictments,and that no state shall 
pass an expost facto law to impair Ilie 
obligations 
of any 
contract. The 


eighth amendment of the constitution 
provides that no excessive lines or 
punishment shall be imposed tor of- 
fenses as named in the indictment,

EATS OUT OF HIS HAND NOW I 


[By Telegraph to The Age] 


New York, April 22.—An interesting 


tale of an Italian bandit was brought 
to light by * i'cc raid in the East 
Side. The UK.* >s Knnco Alfano, head 
of the mysterious Camorra of Naples, 
on Italian organization of freebooters 
and torroilats. 


When the police made a raid on a 


den one night la&t week, Alfano was 
discovered crouching into a corner, 
seeking to escape the glare ot the po- 
liceman's lantern. He has been held 
without bail ou the charge of murder, 
but unless the necessary requisition 
papers airive from Italy or some 
strong representations are made from 
Rome to the government at Washing- 
ton, it seems likely he will be given 
his freedom. 


Death was the punishment inflicted 


on one Cuocolo, a pretender to the 
position of ruler of the Cammorristi, 
and Alfano is declared to be the slayer 
of his rival. The pretender was lured 
to a forest, where-he was stabbed to 
death, it is claimed, by Alfano and 
his conspirators. Then the wife of 
Cuocolo was killed 
The assassina- 


tions spurred the gendarmes ot Naples 
lo extraordinary activity. Alfano and 
the conspirators, always protected by 
the farreaching Camorra, seemed im- 
mune from prosecution. 
Indeed, he 


was held by the populace as a demi- 
god. 
With headquarters at Naples, the 


Camorra stretched out in all direc- 
tions, carrying on systematic terror- 
Ism, robberies, blackmail and other 
forms of crime, a huge and fine-spun 
web to enmesh many victims, which 
was directed always by Alfano and 
which always safeguarded him from 


Alfano fled to America and to the 


Italian settlement ot New York. II« 
is not much over 35.

South American Oil Birds. 


In certain restricted parts of north- 


ern and western South America occurs 
what is known as the guacharo or oil 
bird. One of the best known haunts of 
the guacharo Is the island of Monos, 
off Trinidad, and here the bird breeds 
in the rocky caves. On the mainland 
it also inhabits caves, on tne ledges of 
which it constructs a curious circular 
nest of mud and lays four white eggs. 
Emerging from their recesses in the 
twilight, the guacharos fly around the 
nectandra trees and in full career 
snatch the fruit from the boughs. The 
name of oil bird is given because the 
nestlings become prodigiously fat. At 
the season when the young are batched 
the natives take numbers of the young, 
melt their fat in clay pots and call the 
result "guacharo butter." The caves 
which contain the oil birds' nests are 
in some places accessible only from the 
sea, and to reach them is often a mat- 
ter of difficulty and danger. In some 
of the caves in the Peruvian mountains 
the nests are placed at a height of fifty 
or sixty feet, and the' procuring of the 
young by the Indians la a matter, of 
much risk. It is usual to scare the 
birds off the nests by firing a gun.— 
Pearson's
